Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945  is  presented  in  the  ab¬ 
breviated  form  adopted  during  the  war,  and  contains  only  essential 
statistics  with  little  commentary.  It  is  intended  to  present  the 
report  for  1946  in  a  more  extensive  and  detailed  form. 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  satisfactory, 
and  there  has  been  no  undue  incidence  of  acute  infectious  disease. 
The  level  of  diphtheria  immunisation  of  the  children  has  been  main¬ 
tained  and  there  has  been  quiet  unobtrusive  progress  in  the  medical 
and  dental  services. 

The  housing  shortage  presents  a  health  problem  of  magnitude 
and  urgency  as  the  many  cases  of  overcrowding  constitute  a  danger 
of  impairment  to  health.  The  need  for  priority  and  speed  in  the 
provision  of  new  houses  need  not  be  emphasised  here. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Committees 
for  their  kindness  and  consideration  at  all  times,  my  fellow  officers 
In  other  departments,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Public  Health  Laboratories 

Facilities  for  the  examination  of  public  health  laboratory  speci¬ 
mens  are  available  at  the  branch  of  the  Dorset  County  Laboratory 
at  the  Municipal  Buildings,  Poole,  Sir  Robert  Archibald,  C.M.G.,  D.S.O. 
M.D.,  being  the  bacteriologist  in  charge,  and  at  the  County  Labora¬ 
tory,  Dorchester,  under  the  direction  of  Dr,  T,  V.  Cooper,  County 
Pathologist.  r  ' 


Ambulance  Services 

Prior  to  the  Second  World  War,  the  Borough  Ambulances  were 
operated  and  maintained  by  the  Central  Fire  Brigade.  During  the 
war  the  ambulances  were  taken  over  and  operated  as  part  of  the  Civil 
Defence  Services.  In  July,  1945,  following  the  cessation  of  Civil 
Defence  a  separate  Borough  Ambulance  Service  was  organised,  based 
on  Burlea  Towers  Ambulance  Depot. 

The  staff  at  the  31st  December,  1945,  was  one  Supervisor  and 
eight  Ambulance  Drivers,  all  experienced  First  Aid  men,  with 
two  ambulance  vehicles,  one  car  for  sitting  cases  and  an  ambulance 
trailer  used  as  a  mortuary  van. 

During  1945,  197  street  accident  cases,  42  cases  of  street  illness, 
515  inter-hospital  transport  cases  and  1,446  home-hospital  transport 
cases  were  dealt  with,  the  total  mileage  being  12,462.

Infectious  Diseases 

The  incidence  of  acute  infectious  disease  has  been  light.  During 
the  year  221  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Borough  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  (Alderney  Hospital),  132  cases  being  from  Poole  and  the 
remainder  from  outside  districts  and  from  the  services.  The  analysis 
of  these  cases  is  shown  in  the  Table  on  page  21. 

The  majority  of  the  admissions  were  the  officially  notifiable 
diseases,  but  a  number  though  not  notifiable  were  of  an  infectious 
nature  requiring  hospitalisation.  Some  cases  were  admitted  for 
observation  and  diagnosis.  There  were  6  cases  of  anterior  poliomye¬ 
litis  (infantile  paralysis)  with  no  deaths. 


Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation 

During  the  year  there  were  three  cases  of  diphtheria,  two 
occurring  in  a  mild  form  in  immunised  children  and  the  third  case 
being  an  un-immunised  child  of  a  year  old  who  died  before  admission. 
There  were  eight  cases  admitted  to  hospital  as  diphtheria  which 
proved  on  clinical  and  bacteriological  investigation  to  be  conditions 
other  than  that  disease. 
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During  the  year  1,082  children  under  15  were  immunised.  Of 
these,  940  children  were  under  5  years  and  142  children  were  between 
5  and  15  years.  A  further  1,042  children  who  had  been  immunised 
several  years  previously  were  given  a  reinforcing  dose  to  raise  the 
level  of  their  immunity. 


Scabies 

The  Scabies  Treatment  Centre  established  at  Longfleet  Gardens 
in  1942  has  proved  of  great  value  and  has  been  used  in  the  treatment 
of  the  majority  of  the  cases  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department.  Patients  are  referred  either  by  their  own  doctor  or 
from  the  general  hospital  or  from  the  various  municipal  clinics. 
All  family  contacts  are  invited  to  attend  with  the  patient  for  examina¬ 
tion  and  for  treatment  if  necessary.  During  1945,  434  persons  in¬ 
cluding  family  contacts  made  959  attendances  for  examination  and 
treatment.  The  number  of  cases  of  scabies  officially  notified  was  1 15. 


Head  Infestation 

During  the  year  25,737  inspections  of  children  were  made  by  the 
school  nurses  and  545  children  were  reported  to  be  infested.  Clean¬ 
sing  was  carried  out  by  the  parents  in  the  majority  of  cases  under 
the  instructions  of  the  nurses,  but  in  certain  cases  cleansing  was 
undertaken  by  the  nurses  at  the  school  clinics.  Propaganda  con¬ 
sisted  in  the  showing  of  films  and  the  issue  of  leaflets  dealing  with  the 
problem.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  increasing  use  of  lethane  oil  will 
reduce  the  incidence  of  infestation  with  head  lice. 


Venereal  Diseases 

The  prevention  and  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Dorset  County  Council. 

Facilities  for  treatment  of  Borough  patients  are  available  at  the 
Cornelia  and  East  Dorset  Hospital,  Poole  and  at  the  Royal  Victoria 
and  West  Hants  Hospital,  Boscombe,  on  two  afternoons  weekly. 
Details  regarding  the  number  of  patients  and  the  types  of  disease 
treated  are  recorded  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Dorset. 


Tuberculosis 

The  Dorset  County  Council  is  the  Local  Authority  for  the  pre¬ 
vention  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis.

There  was  no  change  during  1945  in  respect  of  health-visiting, 
child  life  protection,  or  maternity  services. 

During  the  year  the  welfare  clinics  shown  on  page  10  were 
held  in  the  Borough. 


In  addition  there  were  five  Voluntary  Welfare  Centres  operated 
by  the  Borough  of  Poole  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Voluntary 
Association.  These  Centres  were  open  fortnightly  until  the  end 
of  the  year,  when  the  Association  ceased  to  function,  its  centres 
being  taken  over  by  and  absorbed  into  the  Borough  services.

Premature  Babies 

During  the  year  69  premature  infants  were  born  In  the  borough, 
of  whom  39  were  born  in  hospital  and  30  at  home.  Forty-nine  of 
these  survived  at  the  end  of  one  month.  Of  the  69  premature 
infants,  43  weighed  5 Jibs  or  less.  A  draught-proof  cot  with  flannel 
sheets,  an  electric  pad  and  hot  water  bottles  is  provided  for  cases  on 
the  district.  There  is  co-operation  between  the  midwives  and  health 
visitors  in  dealing  with  premature  babies,  the  health  visitor  being 
notified  of  the  case  and  paying  a  call  before  the  midwife  finishes  her 
Visits. 
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Care  of  Illegitimate  Children 

The  recommendations  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
2866  have  in  general  been  carried  out,  the  Borough  Welfare  Officer 
undertaking  the  duties  in  co-operation  with  the  health  visitors.  The 
welfare  officer  deals  with  the  social  aspects  and  the  health  visitor 
advises  on  any  medical  problems. 

St.  Monica’s  Home,  run  under  the  auspices  of  the  Salisbury 
Diocesan  Association  for  Moral  Welfare,  provides  accommodation 
for  II  unmarried  mothers.  During  1945,  35  girls  were  admitted 
and  there  were  20  confinements.  The  average  duration  of  residence 
in  the  Home  is  three  months  and  the  Council  undertakes  financial 
responsibility  for  cases  resident  in  the  borough. 


Dental  Treatment 

During  the  year  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant  mothers  and 
children  under  5  was  begun.  A  total  of  26  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  was  treated.  An  equivalent  of  15  sessions  was  devoted 
to  the  work,  the  attendances  numbered  122,  and  the  work  done 
included  86  extractions,  16  fillings  and  the  provision  of  36  artificial 
dentures. 

The  dental  treatment  of  pre-school  children  had  to  be  limited 
to  those  needing  urgent  treatment,  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with 
being  13.  It  is  intended  to  expand  this  work  in  the  near  future. 

Red  Cross  Children's  War  Memorial  Hospital,  Swanage 

One  child  under  school  age,  and  six  school  children,  had  the  benefit 
of  this  recuperative  Hospital  for  varying  periods  during  the  year  1945. 


Home  Helps 

The  Home  Helps  Service  has  been  operated  by  the  Welfare 
Officer,  arrangements  being  made  for  the  provision  of  help  in  the 
home  during  the  confinement  or  illness  of  the  housewife.  The 
maintenance  of  this  service  even  on  a  small  scale  has  been  difficult, 
few  persons  being  available  or  willing  to  undertake  this  work.  During 
the  year  8  women  were  provided  with  this  service.

The  Table  on  page  32  enumerates  the  samples  taken  by  the 
sampling  officers  under  the  Act,  and  subjected  to  analysis  as  to 
genuineness  or  presence  of  preservatives. 

Total  of  all  samples  :  178;  38  formal  and  140  informal.  7  formal 
and  15  informal  samples  were  adulterated,  representing  a  percentage 
adulteration  of  12.3.  This  figure  shows  a  decrease  when  compared 
with  the  figure  for  1944  (13.5  per  cent). 

95  samples  of  milk  were  examined  and  12  found  adulterated — 
6  formal  and  6  informal.  Five  of  the  adulterated  formal  samples 
contained  extraneous  water  to  the  extent  of  2,  1.8,  7.7,  6.5  and  3.5 
per  cent  respectively  and  one  was  also  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent 
of  9.0  per  cent.  One  other  was  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  15 
pej  cent.  Of  the  adulterated  informal  samples  five  contained  ex¬ 
traneous  water  to  the  extent  of  2,  1.8,  4.7,  1.8  and  4.7  per  cent  res¬ 
pectively,  and  one  was  2  per  cent  deficient  in  fat.  One  formal 
sample  was  abnormal,  having  8.34  per  cent  of  non-fatty  solids.  The 
average  composition  of  the  remaining  genuine  samples  was,  fat  3.7  per 
cent,  and  non-fatty  solids  8.8  per  cent,  which  is  very  satisfatory. 
Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  vendor  of  the  two  formal 
samples  which  contained  7.7  and  6.5  per  cent  of  extraneous  water. 
The  vendors  of  the  other  four  adulterated  formal  samples  were 
cautioned. 
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Sixteen  samples  of  drugs  were  examined.  All  were  genuine 
and  of  good  quality,  and  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia. 

One  sample  of  semolina,  one  sample  of  sponge  pudding  and 
seven  samples  of  powders  were  found  to  be  infested  with  mites, 
maggots  or  beetles.  These  were  test  samples  of  food  shop  stocks 
under  inspection  by  the  food  inspectors  and  resulted  in  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  the  stocks  concerned. 

HOUSING 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  and  amount  of  repairs 
carried  out  to  dwelling  houses. 

Repairs  were  secured  to  296  houses  during  the  year. 

Details  of  the  inspections,  etc.,  made  under  the  Housing  Acts 
are  shewn  in  the  table  on  pages  30  and  31. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year,  291  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  and  143  disinfections  of  premises  carried  out.

During  the  year,  278  visits  of  inspection  were  made  ;  particular 
attention  was  paid  to  the  condition  of  sanitary  conveniences.  All 
school  premises  were  disinfected  during  school  holidays.

59  premises  were  disinfested  for  various  verminous  conditions 
during  the  year. 

Insect  and  Pest  Destruction

1945  was  the  first  full  year  in  which  the  Council’s  scheme  for 
rodent  destruction  was  in  operation.  A  full  time  rodent  officer  and 
4  operatives  were  employed  wholly  in  this  work  and  a  summary  of

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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS 

No  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  occurred  in  the  Borough 
during  1945,  but  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  December  the  Borough 
was  included  in  the  “  infected  area  ”  of  an  outbreak  in  an  adjoining 
district.  During  this  period  53  movement  licences  were  issued. 

Two  outbreaks  of  suspected  Swine  Fever  were  reported  ;  none 
was  confirmed. 


GENERAL 

Moveable  Dwellings 

One  moveable  dwelling  was  in  occupation  under  short-term 
licence  ;  45  inspections  of  moveable  dwellings,  temporary  buildings, 
etc.,  were  made  during  the  year. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

Two  common  lodging  houses  are  registered  within  the  Borough, 
and  during  1945,  84  visits  were  made. 

Factories 

488  inspections  of  factories  were  made  during  the  year. 

47  defects  were  found  and  41  remedied  ;  generally  no  particular 
difficulties  were  experienced  in  this  work  during  the  year.

During  the  year,  100  piggeries  were  in  existence  and  216  visits 
were  made.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PORT  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

FOR  1945 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  is  Port  Medical 
Officer,  and  Medical  Inspector  of  Aliens.  He  is  assisted  in  this 
work  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  Deputy 
Port  Medical  Officer  and  is  also  a  Medical  Inspector  of  Aliens. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Borough  is  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  the  Port  and  there  is  also  a  Deputy  Port  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Close  co-operation  exists  between  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs, 
the  Immigration  Officers,  the  Officers  of  the  British  Overseas 
Airways  Corporation,  the  Harbour  Master  and  the  Port  Medical 
Officers. 


POOLE  MARINE  AIRPORT 

During  the  war  years  in  the  interests  of  national  security  no 
reference  was  made  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
to  the  medical  work  in  connection  with  the  Airport  in  Poole  Harbour. 

Late  in  1939,  British  Overseas  Airways  Corporation  (Imperial 
Airways)  transferred  its  flying-boat  base  from  Southampton  to 
Poole. 

From  1939  to  1943  the  medical  inspection  of  passengers  had  to  be 
carried  out  on  board  the  aircraft  at  anchorage  in  the  harbour  as  no 
suitable  facilities  for  medical  inspection  ashore  had  been  provided. 
This  procedure  made  efficiency  difficult  and  was  of  great  incon¬ 
venience  to  the  medical  staff.  Since  1943  the  medical  inspection  of 
passengers  and  crew  has  been  done  ashore  in  suitable  premises  where 
facilities  are  also  available  for  the  immigration  and  customs  authorities. 

The  number  of  aircraft  and  passengers  which  arrived  in  the  airport 
in  each  year  is  given  in  the  following  table  : —

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The  decrease  in  the  activities  of  the  airport  in  1944  resulted 
from  a  temporary  suspension  of  services  due  to  the  activities  in 
the  harbour  preceding  and  during  the  invasion  of  France,  Poole 
Harbour  being  one  of  the  invasion  bases. 

In  the  year  1945,  of  the  463  aircraft  which  arrived  in  the  port, 
325  were  Sunderland  flying  boats  on  the  Eastern  service — Singapore, 
Rangoon,  Calcutta,  Karachi  and  the  Middle  East.  The  remaining 
138  arrivals  were  mainly  Boeing  flying  boats  on  the  Transatlantic 
route  with  passengers  from  North  and  South  America. 

As  the  planes  on  the  Eastern  service  come  from  areas  where 
the  Convention  diseases  (smallpox,  cholera,  plague  and  typhus)  are 
endemic,  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  Port  Medical  Staff  is  required  to 
safeguard  as  far  as  possible  against  the  entry  of  these  diseases  into 
the  country. 

All  incoming  planes  are  met  by  a  Port  Medical  Officer,  and  the 
passengers  are  interviewed  individually,  and  occasionally,  if  con¬ 
sidered  necessary,  medically  examined.  A  signed  declaration  giving 
details  of  the  passenger’s  health  and  movements  during  the  14  days 
prior  to  arrival  in  this  country  and  giving  particulars  of  his  vac¬ 
cination  and  inoculation  state  is  submitted  by  each  passenger.  Pas¬ 
sengers  are  then  given  the  official  health  landing  card  and  verbally 
instructed  to  report  to  a  doctor  any  illness  occurring  within  21  days. 
Passengers  who  have  come  from  an  area  where  smallpox  is  prevalent, 
and  who  are  not  sufficiently  protected  by  vaccination,  are  vaccinated 
on  arrival  or  put  under  surveillance  for  the  necessary  period,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  to  which  they  are  proceeding 
being  notified. 

In  1945,  of  the  1 1,641  arrivals,  251  were  repatriated  prisoners  of 
of  war  from  the  Far  East.  A  number  of  these  required  hospital 
treatment  and  arrangements  were  made  for  their  admission  to  the 
appropriate  service  hospital.  In  addition  arrangements  were  made 
for  the  hospitalisation  of  243  service  personnel  who  had  been 
invalided  home.  Of  1 1  passengers  and  crew  who  were  ill  on  arrival 
at  the  airport,  two  were  admitted  to  the  Borough  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  and  one  to  the  Military  Hospital,  Shaftesbury.  The  re¬ 
maining  eight  were  allowed  to  proceed  to  their  destinations  with 
instructions  to  report  to  their  family  doctor,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  concerned  being  notified  in  each  case. 

During  the  year,  no  aliens  were  referred  by  the  Immigration 
Officer  to  the  Medical  Inspector  of  Aliens,  and  no  certificates  were 
issued  under  the  Aliens  Order,  1920.

III.  Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  available  for  the  port  and  shipping  is  that  from 
the  town  mains  and  is  a  chlorinated  water  of  high  bacterial  purity. 
There  are  no  water  boats  in  use  in  the  harbour. 


IV.  Port  Sanitary  Regulations,  1933 

Declaration  of  Health  Forms  are  issued  through  the  Harbour 
Master,  the  Customs  Officers  and  Pilots  and  are  returned  by  the 
Boarding  Customs  Officer  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 

The  facilities  of  the  local  Sanitary  Authority  for  medical  examina¬ 
tions,  cleansing,  disinfection  and  disinfestation  of  ships,  persons  and 
clothing,  hospital  accommodation  for  infected  persons  and  contacts, 
and  the  Borough  Ambulance  Service  are  available  to  the  Port  Health 
Authority. 

The  Poole  branch  of  the  Dorset  County  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tories  provides  facilities  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examina¬ 
tions  including  the  examination  of  rats  for  plague. 

The  County  Council  also  provide  facilities  locally  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  venereal  diseases. 

No  cases  of  infectious  sickness  were  landed  from  vessels  during 
the  year  and  no  cases  occurred  of  a  vessel  having  such  sickness  on 
board  during  a  voyage  to  the  port. 
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V.  Measures  against  Rodents 

Poole  is  not  an  “  Approved  Port  ”  for  the  issue  of  Deratisation 
and  Deratisation  Exemption  Certificates.  The  Rodent  Control 
Staff  (Rodent  Officer  and  4  operatives)  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority 
are  available  for  work  in  the  port,  and  all  warehouses,  etc.,  in  the 
port  are  included  in  the  area  of  survey  under  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authority’s  Scheme  for  Rodent  Control  in  1945.

VII.  Food  Inspection 

(1 )  There  are  no  imports  of  foodstuffs. 

(2)  Shell-fish.  No  oysters  are  being  dredged  and  the  quantity 

of  cockles  and  periwinkles  taken  from  the  harbour  is  very  poor.  The 
Chief  Fishery  Officer  of  the  Southern  Sea  Fisheries  District  reported 
in  April,  1945  : —  “  I  regret  however  that  the  Poole  Harbour  shows 
a  steady  shrinking  in  returns  (of  shell  fish)  and  unless  in  the  near 
future  there  is  a  decided  change,  shell  fish  in  this  harbour  will  be  a 
thing  of  the  past,  like  the  oyster  fishing.” 


Tables  C,  D,  E,  G  and  H,  of  Memo  204/S.A.  are  “  Nil  returns.” 
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
